0.8. Babasay/warsecw telegram (Warsaw 1&7) that another U.S. manufac- 
turer's request was filed for a license to export a Worden gravimeter 
t© Poland# and that the 0.S . Babossy seemed to he leaning toward the 
favorable consideration of the license request# we prepared a memo- 
raadurn on our own initiative (CIA/BI PI 69.1911P# dated p January 1967) 
outlining our intelligence judgmeatagoinsttheis suance of the license, 
vm * aeworandisa was submitted to T/W/ORR# who# in 25X1 A9a 

turn# as CZA Alternate Member, OC# sdJa&tted it to Commerce. 

8. It is our understanding that Commerce# having already Issued 
ths license# decided on the basis of our smacrandtw to recall it 
pending further stucty of the matter. When the U.S. Eobasoy/Warsaw, 
in its airgjnanB of 33 April 1967, provided additional information on 
Poland’s international cooperation in geodetic and gravimetric research 
a&& recommended approval of the license request. Commerce# In a nesao- 
randuo to HHlHPsted k Bay 1967, requested another CZA review 
Of the p^U^^a^imtion and a consequent possible revision of the 
original int e ll ig ence judgment. 

3. ®uar review of the P olish information was submitted again to 
Commerce# in our memorandum CZA/BZ PS 69.19UB. 

f he mmooripdum^c^wucrecMui by 081# also had the benefit of extended 
Informal discussions with technical specialists from the tBAF Aero- 
a qgtica l Chart and Information Canter and the 0.8. Kami Oceanographic 
Office. Ihe memorandum advised that the information supplied by the 
folec confirmed our initial surmiaals and judgment end provided addl- 
reasons that the export of the gravimeter to Poland would be 
contrary to U.S. national security interests. 
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k, The question of the initial granting of the license by 
Oowfaerce became a political issue when Stwator 24uadt noted its 
issuance. Willard Edwards, Chicago Tribune correspondent , devoted 
m satire article to the matter on 22 June 1967, twice lie refers to 
intelligence '’agencies' 1 or "sources” as responsible for the recall of 
the license. The article reportedly aroused additional irate responses 
fraa private cititais as veil an from other Congressional representa- 
tives* It ms also reported that Commerce receive inquiries fr om 
vm or m re Ccaagrasaaen on the cceplalnt of Texas Instruments, Inc.» 
ytom the license ms recalled* Both the Washington Post and Sunday 
Star of 9 1967 carried the story of Senator Harry C. Byrd’s 

objections to the license.
